1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the amendment filed 
1/20/2004 has overcome the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the switch controlling means operates for determining the specified one among the 
switches on the basis of period data and ratio data, the period data representing a numeric value 
of a period of the reference clock signal while a time resolution is given by the prescribed signal 
delay time provided by each of the unit delay elements, the ratio data representing a ratio 
between a delay time of the shift clock signal relative to the reference clock signal and the period 
of the reference clock signal as called for in claim 8. Therefore, claims 8-13 and 23-28 are 
presently allowed.
